trades he needs. 

He further commented that the 
survivor will be the one who knows 
where to get help in the various fields 
when he needs it. “He'll be the one 
who keeps up-to-date in talking to 
other feed men in his area,” Mr. 
Huckle continued, “in attending feed 
industry meetings and in putting to 
use the proven recommendations of 
colleges and experimental stations if 
they apply in his area. He’ll also be 
the one who keeps up-to-date by 
supporting his feed organizations and 
by reading the trade magazines, clip- 
ping those articles which he can use 
in the future to be filed in a usable 
reference file. You may think that the 
feed man described above is ‘Utopian’, 
but there are successful feed mer- 
chants in this area. They’re success- 
ful now and they’!] continue to be suc- 
cessful because they know where 
they’re going and they know how to 
get there. I hope you'll think about 
out dealer alphabet.

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Feed Grain Stocks to Increase 
Despite Use Rise, Crop Drop 


WASHINGTON—Despite a record 
disappearance of feed grains in 1959- 
60 and an indicated further increase 
in disappearance in 1960-61, feed 
grain stocks are expected to continue 
to gain with a record supply of feed 
grains and other concentrates seen 
for 1960-61, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture says. 

Total supplies of feed grains and 
other concentrates for 1960-61 are 
estimated at 269 million tons, 2% 
above the record supply last year and 
29% above the 1954-58 average. Al- 
lowing for the slight reduction in 
prospect for livestock on farms in 
1960-61, the supply of 1.62 tons per 
animal unit also is a record, more 
than a fourth above the 1954-58 
average. 

Another big feed grain crop is in 
prospect for 1960 as a result of gen- 
erally favorable weather through 
early September. The 1960 produc- 
tion, based on Sept. 1 indications will 
total 162 million tons, only 2% below 
the record output last year. A crop 
of this size would be larger than any 
before 1959 and 19% above the 1954- 
58 average. 

This big feed grain crop this year 
probably will again exceed disappear- 
ance as it has done every year of the 
past eight, USDA notes. This year’s 
162-millicn-ton crop would permit a 


| further increase in disappearance in 


1960-61 and still leave a carryover 
into 1961-62 above the 77 million tons 
estimated for 1960 61. In 1959-60, to- 
tal disappearance of feed grains 
reached a record high of: 157 million 
tons, but this was 9 million tons be- 
low 1959 production and resulted in a 
comparable increase in stocks. The 
3% rise in the supply this year over 
last brings the estimated supply for 





1960-61 to 240 million tons, nearly 
100 million tons more than eight 
years ago. 


Moisture Favorable 


Although feed grain crops general- 
ly have been a little behind schedule 
this year due to wet weather at 
planting time, ample moisture in most 
areas has been favorable to the de- 
velopment of the crops. 

Sorghum grain yield per acre is 
expected to set a new record high and 
yields of each of the other three feed 
grains are only slightly below the rec- 
ord yields of 1958 or 1959. The total 
acreage to be harvested this year is 
estimated at 140.2 million acres, 3.5 
million less than in 1959. The average 
yield per acre for the four grains is 
slightly above the high yield attained 
in 1958 and 1959. 

Total sorghum grain supply for 
1960-61 is estimated at 1,176 million 
bushels, 87 million above last year’s 
record, with the 1960 crop estimated 
at 591 million bushels, 11 million 
more than the big 1959 crop. The Oct. 
1 carryover is expected to total 
around 585 million bushels, about 75 
million more than the year previous. 

The 1960-61 corn supply is current- 
ly estimated at 6,058 million bushels, 
166 million above last year’s record 
supply. The 1960 crop was estimated 
in September at 4.182 million bushels, 
4% less than in 1959, but nearly 800 
million above the 1954-58 average. 
The record supply for 1960-61 would 
be sufficient to maintain disappear- 
ance at the high 1959-60 level and 
leave a little larger carryover at the 
close of the 1960-61 marketing year. 

The 1960-61 supply of oats is esti- 
mated at 1,458 million bushels, slight- 
ly above the small supply last year. 





While the crop is 104 million bushels 
greater than the short 1959 crop, it 
is nearly offset by a smaller carry- 
over. Disappearance in 1960-61 prob- 
ably will be near the 1959 60 level 
and carryover into 1961-62 is ex- 
pected again to be below the five- 
year average. 

The barley supply for 1960-61 is 
estimated at 602 million bushels, a 
little below the big supplies of the 
last two years with disappearance 
expected to continue above average. 

Total hay supply for 1960-61 was 
estimated in September at 134 mil- 
lion tons, 4 million less than in 1959- 
60. While the 1960 crop of 117 million 
tons is larger than 1959, the May 1 
carryover was down. 

Prices Lower 

Feed grain prices may continue a 
little lower this fall than last, based 
on current prospects for large sup- 
plies and a reduced number of ani- 
mal units on farms. Feed grain prices 
declined 4% from June to August, 
after rising seasonally during the first 
half of 1960. In August, prices of each 
of the four feed grains were below 
those of a year earlier—prices re- 
ceived by farmers averaged 5% lower. 

Feed grain supplies have increased 
steadily during the last eight years. 
In this period, yield per acre has in- 
creased about 25% and production 
has gone up a third. Total disappear- 
ance also has increased substantial- 
ly, reflecting heavier feeding per ani- 
mal and rising exports. But produc- 
tion has consistently exceeded total 
disappearance during the eight-year 
period. 

The average difference has been 
about 7 million tons annually or 5%. 
Although much will depend an the 
outcome of the 1960 feed grain crops 
and quality of the corn crop, some fur- 
ther increase in stocks is probable in 
1960 61, though it may be less than 
in most other recent years. Nearly all 
of the increase in carryover in recent

commercial feeds and among produc- 
ers. 

“At present, however, there are 47 
medicaments cleared for use in ani- 
mal feeds, the majority of which are 
used in poultry feeds,” Dr. Price said. 
“A particular feed manufacturer may 
or may not be in position to offer a 
feed containing a particular medica- 
ment due to the prior sanction provi- 
sions, but 47 medicaments can be 
incorporated into feeds by the ma- 
jority of feed manufacturers.” 

Changes which occur with respect 
to the use of medicaments result 
from increased knowledge in the field 
of the biological and chemical sci- 
ences. With increased knowledge, fur- 
ther changes can be expected, Dr. 
Price said. 

Mr. McDonald said if the lives of 
animals only were at stake decisions 
on certain additives by the FDA 
would be much easier. But the agen- 
cy is concerned with the health of 
man. He described the Food Addi- 
tive Amendment’s so-called grand- 
father clause as a “sleeper.” He said 
it requires the FDA to impose pro- 
cedures that are unfair and unrealis- 
tic. 

The clause says that any substance 
used in accordance with sanction or 
approval granted prior to the enact- 
ment is excepted from the require- 
ments set forth in the definition of 
the term “food additive.” 

“This means,” Mr. McDonald said, 
“that, if you as a single manufactur- 
er have received prior sanction on a 
product, you can continue to make 
distribution of that product, where- 
as your competition or someone else 
who has not received prior sanction 
can not obtain clearance on the same 
product. This, of course, is not only 
ridiculous, but it is completely un- 
fair. If a commodity is unsafe for use 
in the one category, it would cer- 
tainly be unsafe for use in the oth- 
er. 

“I feel confident on the basis of 
policy that has been adopted so far,” 
Mr. McDonald said, “the Food and 
Drug Administration would immedi- 
ately revoke the approvals previous- 
ly granted on the questionable com- 
pounds, if it were not for the grand- 
father clause. If this were done, I 
feel confident that the drug manufac- 
turers and others concerned would 
immediately launch into a program 
designed to develop new substances 
with proven safety and efficacy or 
else provide substantive data as to 
the safety and efficacy of the com- 
pounds now available. 

“It is my opinion that a great por- 
tion of diseases are preventable 
through proper management rather

in design, yet does not require exten- 
sive vertical space. 

Pellets move from the inclined con- 
veyor onto a Strong-Scott reciprocat- 
ing sifter which separates the fines. 
They are then elevated back into the 
mash bins over the pellet mill by the 
20 h.p. fan on the cooler. 


The Tarkio plant does not have a 
crumble roll at this time, but it can 
be added later just ahead of the 
sifter. 


LOADING OUT OR PACKING— 
Most of the Tarkio production goes 
out in bulk. There are ten 20-ton 
load-out bins located over the drive- 
way, and the 50-ton truck scale. A 
truck is loaded out by an operator 
working rack and pinion valves from 
the driveway, watching the scale dial 
through the office window. 

When the feed is sacked, it goes 
into a bin that spouts into the ware- 
house area where it is packed off 
through a Winborn packer equipped 
with an automatic scale and a sewing 
head. One or two operators can han- 
dle the packing, depending upon what 
capacity is desired. 

Sacks are loaded onto pallets and 
moved by a Yale fork lift truck to 
the adjacent 50-ft. by 80-ft. Behlen 
steel building which has a 10-ft. by 
24-ft. loading dock. 

Operated by Four Men 

The mill is designed to be operated 
by four men—one man handling the 
receiving and bulk load-out, one man 
handling the hay grinding and ware- 
housing, and two men inside the mill 
handling the grinding, mixing and 
pelleting. 

Manager of the plant is Robert F. 
Hessell. The corporation’s officers and 
directors are: George W. Knepper, 
president; O. C. Swackhammer, vice 
president; Stanley Irvine, secretary;

October and Seasonal | 
Dehy Production Up 


KANSAS CITY—Both October and 
cumulative production of dehydrated 
alfalfa this year show gains over 1959, 
according to survey results reported 
by the American Dehydrators Assn. 

The seasonal increase, Jan. 1 to 
Oct. 31, amounts to about 4%—from 
814,854 tons in 1959 to 849,433 tons in 
1960. The October gain was about 
5%%—from 61,257 tons to 64,719 
tons. 

Although Jan. 1-Oct. 31 production 
of dehy grew from 664,983 tons last 
year to 679,889 tons this year in states 
between the Rocky Mountains and 
the Mississippi River, production in 
Nebraska, which accounts for more 
than a third of total output, dropped | 
from 379,831 tons to 374,768 tons dur- | 
ing the same period.

Egg Production 
Maintained with 
Less Floor Space 


GAINESVILLE, FLA. — With the 
cost of laying houses rising, recent 
tests at the University of Florida in- 
dicate that the amount of floor space 
per layer may be reduced and layers 
will maintain satisfactory egg pro- 
duction. 

Pullets allowed 1.5, 2.0, 2.5, 3.0 
and 3.5 sq. ft. per bird varied only 
slightly in the number of eggs pro- 
duced, Dr. R. E. Cook, poultry divi- 
sion, pointed out to the Florida Nu- 
trition Conference and the annual 
convention of the Florida Feed Deal- 
ers Assn. 

Comparisons were made using com- 
mercial White Leghorns that had 
been raised with one half in confine- 
ment and the balance having free ac- 
cess to range. Both groups were 
raised in the same type of pens, with 
the amount of floor space balanced. 
Feeder space and nests were adjust- 
ed in all pens so that each bird had 
an equal amount of feeder and nest 
space. 

The pens were started with approx- 
imately 4 in. of dry shavings for lit- 
ter, with the level increased after 
three months to approximately 6 in. 
The litter was stirred on an average 
of once a week. 

“The results from the 11 month 
test indicate little difference in egg 
production between the various floor 
space allowances on the range- and 
confinement-reared birds. The mor- 
tality was very low in all pens for 
the entire period of the test, with no 
advantage being noted for any rear- 
ing method or floor space allowance. 
Litter condition was the greatest dis- 
advantage noted. The pens with 1.5 
and 2.0 sq. ft. per pullet soon became 
damp and caking was _ observed 
throughout the last half of the test. 
Along with the wet litter, the num- 
ber of dirty eggs increased,” he said. 

The tests were made in a concrete 
block laying house, with no mechani- 
cal ventilation. There was no great 
difference in the mortality rate, the 
greatest problems being with dirty 
eggs and dirty hens. 

The tests are going to be continued 
for another year with different types 
of litter being used in the experi- 
ments, Dr. Cook said.

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North Dakota Tests 


Show Protein Needs 
Of Growing Pigs 


FARGO, N.D.—Research conduct- 
ed at North Dakota State Univer- 
sity shows that lysine is one of the 
limiting nutrients in a proso-soybean 
oil meal ration for pigs weighing 
from 30 to 80 Ib. 

This experiment, one of several 
presented at North Dakota's 3rd An- 
nual Swine Day, indicated that a 
13.5% ration consisting of proso and 
soybean oil meal does not support 
gains equal to a barley and soybean 
oil meal ration of the same protein 
content. 

According to feed composition ta- 
bles, the lysine content of proso is 
lower than barley. If the protein 
content of a proso-soybean oil meal 
ration is increased, performance of 
the pigs is improved, researchers re- 
port. 

The experiment included a paired- 
feeding trial involving three litters 
(8 gilts and 2 barrows) with five 
pigs on each ration. 

Pigs receiving the ration with ly- 
sine added gained 56% faster on 
36% less feed, indicating a highly 
significant difference between rations. 


Using Barley Rations 

In another test, designed to de- 
termine the value of adding lysine, 
soybean oil meal or a combination of 
lysine-soybean oil meal to barley ra- 
tions, inconclusive results were ob- 
tained since the animals in differ- 
ent lots did not perform similarly 
on the same rations. 

Following are the different rations 
and results compared: 

Ration 1 was the control ration and 
consisted of barley plus mineral and 
vitamin addition; ration 2 was the 
control ration plus 0.1% lysine; ra- 
tion 3 was the control ration plus 
soybean oil meal; ration 4 was the 
same as ration 3 with 0.1% lysine 
added, and ration 5 contained soy- 
bean oil meal in amounts to equal 
the lysine content of ration 4. 

The test results indicate that ra- 
tions 4 and 5 (high levels of ly- 
sine) performed significantly better 
than rations 1 and 2. The pigs re- 
ceiving these rations were from 5 
to 7% more efficient in feed re- 
quired per pound of gain. 

Scientists point out, however, that 
animals on the control ration per- 
formed very satisfactorily on a bar- 
ley, mineral and vitamin mix (av- 
eraging about 1.44 Ib. daily gain on 
3.46 lb. of feed per pound of gain). 
Lots 4 and 5 averaged 1.58 and 1.61 
Ib. daily gain, respectively, on 3.24 
lb. of feed pér pound of gain. 

The variation of the pigs in daily 
gain and feed per pound of gain on 
the same ration in the two repli- 
cates complicates the analysis of the 
experiment, explain the researchers. 
The experiment will be run again at 
a future date. 


Fattening Pigs 

In another trial to determine at 
what weight fattening pigs can be 
switched to a lower protein ration 
and still maintain satisfactory per- 
formance, the pigs were fed grower 
until they reached about 50 Ib. live 
weight. Protein analyses oi the two 








S. C. PRODUCES 90% 
OF EGG NEEDS 


COLUMBIA, 8.C.— State Agricul- 
ture Commissioner William L. Har- 
relson says South Carolina poultry 
farmers “produced enough eggs in 
1960 to meet 90% of the state’s egg 
consumption requirements.” 

This represents an increase of 40% 
over state egg production in 1956, 
when the state’s new egg law went 
into effect. Most of the eggs sold in 
that year were far below the present 
grade of quality, and grade double 
“A” eggs were practically unknown. 

“From 1952 to 1956, South Carolina 
farmers produced an annual average 
of 504 million eggs. In 1959, produc- 
tion climbed to 691 million,” Com- 
missioner Harrelson pointed out. 





rations used in the test were 14% 
and 12.5%. 

Data are not conclusive, say re- 
searchers, but indications are that 
feeding the pigs a higher protein 
ration in the beginning and then 
switching to a lower protein feed 
from 75 to 125 Ib. is as satisfactory 
as feeding a higher protein ration for 
the duration of the fattening period. 

The test did show that the lower 
protein ration was not satisfactory 
as the only ration fed during the 
fattening period. Part of the vari- 
ation observed in daily gain between 
the lots was accounted for by the 
researchers through differences be- 
tween litters used in the test. 


The third phase of the test also 
showed that barrows gained signifi- 
cantly faster than gilts, 1.87 to 1.61 
Ib. per day. 

Another experiment tested the use 
of lysine, Baciferm and a combina- 
tion of the two. An interaction be- 
tween one of the treatments con- 
taining both Baciferm and lysine and 
a ration containing a high level of 


malt sprouts occurred in this ex- 
periment. 
The pigs in this lot gained sig- 


nificantly faster (13.7%) than pigs 
in the other lots and were more 
efficient (9.7%) in conversion of feed 
into meat. There were no differences 
in daily gain between rations or 
treatments when the interaction was 
taken into consideration. Barrows 
gained significantly faster than gilts. 
The addition of lysine to the con- 
trol ration did not alter the daily 
gain but decreased the feed re- 
quired per pound gain by 6.8%. Baci- 
ferm seemed to have no effect on 
the control ration and the combina- 
tion treatment produced the same 
results as did the lysine addition. 


New Mill Planned 


CALDWELL, KANSAS — Work 
will start shortly on a new feed mill 
for the Farmers Co-operative Grain 
Co. here, it has been announced. It 
will increase the firm’s feed manu- 
facturing capacity to about 200 tons 
per eight-hour day. The mill will be 
converted to a bulk handling opera- 
tion and the rebuilding involves con- 
struction of considerable bulk feed 
storage. Cost of the project is esti- 
mated at about $50,000. Forster Mfg. 
Co., Ada, Okla., is the contractor for 
the new plant. 











HONORARY DOCTORATE — D. W. 
MeMillen, founder of Central Soya, 
received an honorary Doctor of Hu- 
manities degree from Indiana Tech- 
nical College at commencement ex- 
ercises in Fort Wayne, Ind., recently. 


The degree was presented by Dr. 
Archie T. Keene, president of Indiana 
Technical College. Mr. McMillen was 
the principal speaker at the college’s 
34th annual commencement rites. He 
told the graduates, “We become what 
we think about. You must always 
have an inquiring mind and the thirst 
for more learning and knowledge.” 
A pioneer in the soya processing and 
formula feed business, Mr. McMillen 
founded Central Soya in 1934. 





Spain Says U.S. Can 
Sell It Plain Soy Oil 


ZARAGOZA, SPAIN—Spain’s min- 
ister of commerce has announced 
here at the 20th International Fair 
that U.S. soybean oil now can be sold 
direct to Spanish people without com- 
bining with olive oil. 

“Since our civil war,” said Alberto 
Ullastres, “we have had to import 
vegetable oils to meet the demand of 
our people, but we have always in- 
sisted that they be blended with our 
home-produced olive oil. We felt this 
would not only protect the home in- 
dustry but would make the product 
more palatable since our people are 
accustomed to olive oil. However, 
many of our people have now become 
used to the pure soybean oil because 
of the education work that has been 
done by the Soybean Council of 
America, Inc., at fairs such as this.” 

Minister Ullastres said Spain is 
permitting the direct sale of soybean 
oil “because we recognize that there 
are consumers who actually prefer 
that product and we want them to 
have it at the lowest possible price.” 
Soybean oil can be sold direct at 20 
pesetas to the litre as against 21 
pesetas for the blended mixture. 

Under the new ruling, according to 
Javier de Salas, Spanish director for 
the Soybean Council, Spain is expect- 
ed to import more than 500 million 
pounds of soybean oil in 1960-61. The 
1959-60 total was 446 million pounds.
